Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 31.—New 
members of the legislature who in­ 
tend to come to Indianapolis armed 
with many and varied bills may take 
a warning from the records of 
the 
legislative reference 
bureau 
which 
show that only almut one-fifth 
of 
the measures considered by the leg­ 
islature usually become law. About 
eighty percent of the bills projmsed 
generally fail to pass* 
The regular .session of 1917 
re­ 
ceived one hundred »and forty-five 
bills for consideration. Of these 181 
passed the assembly and were plac­ 
ed on the statute books. 
Mor^ than 409 were never allowed 
to see the light of day after 
they 
were placed in committees. At least 
two hundred 
were recommended for 
indefinite postponment and two hun­ 
dred failed to have enough votes to 
carry them 
through 
either house. 
The other one hundred and sivtv- 
four were either “Lost” or vetoed by 
the governor.
